STATEMENT OF CASE 


FACTS: 

On 3/22/01 at approximately 1255 hours, suspect Jason Anthony HOFFMAN, dob 
3/10/83, went to Granite Hills High School, where he shot and wounded three 
students and two teachers. Agt. AGUNDEZ, a school resource officer for 
ECPD, was present at the time of the shooting and shot HOFFMAN at least 
twice, once in the buttocks and once in the mouth. HOFFMAN fell to the 
ground in front of Granite Hills High School and was subsequently taken 
into custody by Agt. AGUNDEZ and SDSO Deputy Angela PEARL. 


HOFFMAN was transported to Sharp Hospital, where he was treated for his 
wounds. At this time, he is expected to recover. The other victims were 
transported to various hospitals and all, with the exception of one 
student, were treated and released. The one student who remained in the 
hospital is expected to recover. 


At the scene of HOFFMAN'S arrest, one Mossberg pump shotgun and a loaded 
.22 caliber semi-automatic pistol were recovered. 

HOFFMAN was advised of his constitutional rights at the hospital by 
detectives and agreed to talk to them. HOFFMAN said his intended target 
was th e dean of the school, He said he wanted to shoot 

HHH, then either be shot by the on-duty school resource officer

stationed at the school or shoot himself. He was asked about the other 
students and teachers he shot, and HOFFMAN said he didn't have any specific 
targets and described that portion of the incident as a "shooting spree". 

HOFFMAN was booked into San Diego County Jail and is still receiving 

treatment for his injuries at Sharp Hospital. He is currently under guard 
by the SDSO.
